SUBJECT: Congressional Comments from General Cabell 


1, General Cabell told me this morning that he had seen 
congressmen from the Texas Delegation at a dinner last night. He 
said he took Speaker Rayburn aside and told him that we were very 
anxious to sit down with him and give him a complete story on the 
Agency and its workings and intelligence generally. Mr. Rayburn 
said he would be very glad to do that and asked General Cabell to 
call him personally at his office. I told General Cabell about your 
talks with Ken BeLieu and a proposal to have a briefing for Senator 
Lyndon Johnson. General Cabell immediately suggested that if 
we could combine Speaker Rayburn and Senator Johnson it would 
be an excellent move. I said as soon as you developed things further 
with Mr. BeLieu you would get in touch with General Cabell and STAT 
coordinate the approach on such a briefing.
